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R E P O R T. 



To His Excellency Constantine Henry Marquis of Normanby, Lord 
Lieutenant General, and General Governor of Ireland. 



May it please your Excellency, 

1. — 1. We, the undersigned Commissioners, appointed to administer the 
funds grauted by Parliament for the education of the poor of Ireland, have now 
to make our fifth Report. 

2. We stated in our last Report that we intended to take measures for effecting 
a general improvement in the schools under us ; with that view we have since 
availed ourselves of your Excellency’s permission to revise and alter our general 
rules, and as remodelled and amended they now stand as follows : 

I. — As to the. Building and Support of Schools. 

1. The Commissioners will grant aid towards the building and support of 

schools of two classes, elementary schools, and schools of industry ; but 
they can only grant aid to a limited number of the latter, and they must 
be at certain distances from each other. One-third at the least of the 
actual expenditure upon each building must be locally provided for. Appli- 
cants for aid towards the building of a school-house are to describe the site 
of the intended building, to specify the tenure by which it is held, and 
to state the number of children expected to attend, distinguishing males 
from females. If the Commissioners approve of the application, they will 
furnish a plan and specification of the necessary works, and the form of an 
estimate which is to be returned to them duly filled up ; they will then 
notify the extent of aid which they are disposed to grant ; but they are not 
empowered in any case to pay more than two-thirds of the sum which can 
be satisfactorily shown to them to have been actually and necessarily ex- 
pended. They will require, by the plan which they furnish, that a portion 
of each school-building shall be divided from the rest by a partition, in 
order that it may be used as a separate class-room ; and, as an indis- 
pensable condition for aid towards a school of industry, that a work-room 
shall be annexed to it if it be situated in a city or town, and, if it be a 
country or rural school, that a certain quantity of land shall be provided for 
garden culture. They will consider schools for females as of the class of 
elementary schools ; but they will require that instruction be there given in 
sewing, knitting, and other works suited to females. 

2. The school when finished is to be vested in trustees, to be chosen by the ap- 

plicants themselves, and their names reported to the Commissioners for 
their approbation. The trustees . are to hold the school-house for the 
purpose of national education -according to these regulations. 

3. No alteration is to be made in the trusteeship without the concurrence of 

the Commissioners. If any of the trustees die, or resign, new trustees 
■ shall be elected to supply their place, subject to the approval of the Com- 
missioners. 

4. Although the Commissioners do not absolutely refuse aid towards the 

erection of school-houses on ground connected with a place of worship, 
yet they much prefer having them erected on ground which is not so con- 
nected, where it can be obtained ; they therefore expect that, before church, 
chapel, or meeting-house ground be adopted as the site of a school-house, 
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inquiry be made whether another convenient site can he obtained, and that 
the result shall be stated to them. 

5. The Commissioners do not contribute to the ornamenting of school-houses 

but merely to such expenditure as may be necessary for having the 'children 
accommodated in plain substantial buildings. If buildings of another 
description be preferred, the whole of the extra expense must be provided 
by the applicants. 

6. The Commissioners will contribute a portion of the expense which may be 

originally required for fitting up or furnishing a school-house. But 
provision must thenceforth be locally made for keeping the house repaired 
and furnished. 

7. The Commissioners will furnish gratuitously to each school a first stock of 

school-books, which will be renewed at the end of every four years ; they 
are to be kept as a school-stock, for which the master or mistress will be 
held responsible, and they are on no account to be ever taken out of the 
school. The Commissioners will also supply books from time to time for 
the general use of the children, and school requisites, such as paper, slates, 
quills, See., at half cost-price.

the cost of carriage, &c., it is .directed that in no case shall any advance be made 
on these prices; and the superintendents have instructions to inquire into and 
report upon any infract ion of this rule. 
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I. -As TO THE Government op Schools with respect to attendance and 
Religious Instruction. 



1. The. ordinary school business, during which all children, of whatever deno- 

mination they may be are required to attend, is to embrace a competent 
number of hours m each day. r 

2. One day in each week, or part of a day (independent of Sunday), is to be set 

apart for the religious instruction of the children, on which day such 
pastors or other persons as are approved of by the parents or guardians of 
the children shall have access to them for that purpose, whether those 
pastors have signed the original application or not. 

A I lie managers of schools are also expected to afford convenient opportunity 
and facility for the same purpose on other days of the week. But where 
any course of religious instruction is pursued in a school during school- 
hours, to which the parents of any of the children attending it object, the 
managers are to make an arrangement for having it given to those who are 
to receive it at a stated time or times, and in a separate place j so that 
no children, whose parents or guardians object to their being so, shall be 
present at it. 

4. Any arrangement of this description that may be made is to be publicly 

notified in the schools, in order? that those children, and those only, may 

be present whose parents or guardians approve of their being so. 

5. lhe reading of the. Scriptures either in the Protestant authorized, or Douay 

versions, comes within the rule as to religious instruction. 

6. If any other books than the Holy Scriptures, or the standard hooks of the 

church to which the children using them belong, are employed in commu- 
nicating religious instruction, the title of each is to be made known to the 
Commissioners. 

7. The titles of all books which the conductors of schools intend for the ordinary 

school business are also to he reported to the Commissioners, and none are 
to he used to which they object; hut they will prohibit such only as may 
appear to them to contain matter objectionable in itself, or objectionable 
for common instruction as peculiarly belonging to some particular religious 
denomination. 

8. A register is to be kept in each school, recording the daily attendance of the 

scholars, and the average attendance in each week, and each quarter, 
according to a form to be furnished by the Commissioners. 



N.B. — The principle of the Commissioners as to religious instruction 
is the same as that laid down for education in workhouses by the Act for 
the more effectual relief of the destitute poor of Ireland, 1st and 2nd Viet, 
ch. 56. sec. 49. The Section is as follows : — 



, “ And be it enacted,, that no order of the Commissioners nor any bye- 

“ law shall oblige any inmate of any workhouse to attend or be present at 
“ any religious service which may he celebrated in a mode contrary to the 
“ religious principles of such inmate, nor shall authorize the education of 
“ any child in such workhouse in any religious creed other than that pro- 
“ fessed by the parents or surviving parent of such child, and to which such 
“ parents or parent shall object, or, in the case of an orphan, to which the 
“ guardian or guardians, godfather or godmother of such orphan, shall 
" object: Provided also, that it shall ‘be lawful for any regular minister of 
“ the religious persuasion of any inmate of such workhouse at all times in 
“ the day, on the request of such inmate, to visit such workhouse, for the 
“ purpose of affording religious assistance to such inmate, and also for the 
“ purpose of instructing his child or children in the principles of his 
“ religion.” 



III. — As to Teachers. 

1. The appointment of teachers rests with the local patrons and committees of 
schools. But the Commissioners are to be satisfied of the fitness of each, 
both as to character and general qualification. He should be a person of 
Christian sentiment, of calm temper, and discretion ; he should be imbued. 
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with a spirit of peace, of obedience to the law, and loyalty to his Sovereign • 
he should not only possess the art of communicating knowledge, but be 
capable of moulding the mind of youth, and of giving the power which 
education confers a useful direction. These are the qualities for which 
patrons of schools, on making choice of teachers, should anxiously look. 
They are those which the Commissioners are anxious to find, to encourage' 
and to reward. 

2. The Commissioners have provided a normal establishment adjoinino' their 

official house in Marlborough-street, Dublin, for training teachers and edu- 
cating persons destined to undertake the charge of schools ; and they will 
not, in future, sanction the appointment of a teacher permanently to any 
school unless he shall have received a certificate from them, or from such 
one of them officers as they may authorize to examine him on the spot, that 
he Is duly qualified for it. 

3. Persons presented for admission to the normal establishment must produce a 

certificate of good character from an officiating clergyman of the communion 
to which they belong ; they must take the oath, or make a solemn declara- 
tion of allegiance before a magistrate and in the presence of the Commis- 
sioners ; they must pass through an examination in grammar, in the third, 
fourth, and fifth lesson-books published by the Commissioners, and which 
contain a series of historical, scientific, and general information ; also in 
arithmetic, in geometry, and in mensuration. Those allowed to enter will 
be boarded and lodged at a house which the Commissioners have taken at 
Glasnevin, in the immediate neighbourhood of Dublin, and to which an 
agricultural department is attached. They will receive religious instruc- 
tion from their respective pastors. They will attend upon five days in the 
week at the training and model schools of the Commissioners in Marl- 
borough-street, whose lectures are delivered on different branches of know- 
ledge, and where they will be practised in the art of teaching. They will 
receive instruction at home, particularly in agriculture, upon each evening, 
and they will attend on Saturdays at a farm which is conducted under the 
directions of the Commissioners, and where they will see theory reduced to 
practice. They will undergo a final examination at the close of their 
course, and each will then receive a certificate according to his deserts. 

4. The Commissioners will grant a salary to each teacher of from 10/. to 30/. 

a- year, varying according to the nature and extent of the instruction 
which his school affords. They will also grant annual gratuities to the most 
deserving teachers according to the reports made upon their conduct ; and 
they will require that a further income be secured either by local subscrip- 
tion, or school-fees, to such amount in each case as they may direct.. 

5. Should the Commissioners consider any teacher employed in a school, towards 

the building of which they have contributed, unfit for his office, or otherwise 
objectionable, they will require that he be dismissed, and another provided. 
Should such a teacher be found in any other school receiving aid, they will 
withhold the salary contributed by them until a fit person shall be appointed. 

6. Salaries granted by the Commissioners are granted to the teachers individu- 

ally, therefore no new teacher can receive a salary from them unless they 
have first approved of him. 

IV. — Inspection of Schools. 

1 . Clergymen of all denominations residing in the neighbourhood of a school, or 

having any ecclesiastical connexion with the district in which it is situ- 
ated, although they may not have signed the original application to the 
Commissioners, are to have free admission to it, not to take part in the 
ordinary business, nor to interrupt it, but as visitors to observe how it is 
conducted. 

2. Every teacher of a national school is required to receive courteously known 

clergymen or other gentlemen of the neighbourhood, of all denominations, 
who propose to inspect it, to afford them free access to the school-room, 
and full liberty to observe what books are in the hands of the children, or 
upon the desks ; what tablets are hung up on the walls, and what is their 
method of teaching ; but they are by no means required to permit any 
person to interrupt the business of the school, by asking questions of 
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children, examining classes, calling for papers of any kind, or in any other 
way diverting the attention of either teachers or scholars from their usual 
business. 

3. Should any such visitors wish for information which they cannot obtain by 

such an inspection, it will be the duty of the teacher to refer them to the 
patrons or managers of the school for it. 

4. Every teacher is required to have his visitors’ book lying upon his desk, that 

visitors may, if they choose, enter remarks in it. Such remarks as may be 
made the teachers are by no means to alter or erase. 

5. With respect to persons not clergymen, or not of the neighbourhood, pro- 

posing to visit a school, the local managers are at liberty to make such 
regulations as they may deem expedient. The Commissioners, however, 
expect that, whether such visits be received or declined, the persons who 
offer them shall always be treated with respect, and their inspections sub- 
jected to the same regulations with those of clergymen residing in the 
neighbourhood. 

6. As the religious instruction of the children is under the control of the cler- 

gyman or lay person communicating it with the approbation of their 
parents, the Commissioners can give no liberty to any other visitor, whether 
clergyman or layman, to interfere at all upon the subject. 

7. The Commissioners, by themselves or their officers, are to be allowed to visit 

and examine the schools whenever they think fit. Those who visit on the 
part of the Commissioners will be furnished with credentials under their 
seal, which they will show to the teachers. 

8. The Commissioners have divided Ireland into twenty-five school districts, 

and have appointed a superintendent for each. He is frequently to visit the 
several schools committed to his charge ; to receive a monthly report upon 
each from the teacher ; and to make one quarterly himeelf to the Commis- 
sioners. He is also to supply them with such local information as they may 
from time to time require from him, and to act as their agent in all matters 
in] which they may employ him ; but he is not invested with authority to 
decide upon any question affecting a national school, or the general business 
of the Commissioners, without their direction. 

V. — Miscellaneous. 

1. It is the earnest wish of Her Majesty’s Government, and of the Commis- 

sioners, that the clergy and laity of the different religious denominations 
in the country should co-operate with one another in conducting national 
schools. Nevertheless, the Government and the Commissioners choose 
rather to leave this expression of their desire to the good feeling of appli- 
cants themselves, than to make it the subject of any express stipulation, per- 
suaded that, when practicable, it will be attended to. 

2. When any school is received by the Commissioners into connexion with them, 

the inscription “ National School,” and no other, shall be put up conspicu- 
ously on the school-house ; and, when a school-house is built partly by aid 
from them, a stone is to be introduced into the wall having that inscription 
cut upon it. 

3. The Commissioners do not desire, in ordinary cases, to exercise control over 

school-houses on Sundays, or beyond the hours of instruction on other 
days ; that control being left to the local managers. But they require that 
no use shall be made of them tending to contention — such as the holding of 
political meetings in them, or bringing into them political petitions or docu- 
ments of any kind for signature ; and that they shall not be converted into 
places of public worship. Such use made of a school-house, built by and 
from the Commissioners, will be held to be a violation of the principles of 
the national education system. Such a use made of a school-house, after 
its establishment into connexion with the Board, they will regard as a suffi- 
cient reason for withholding further aid. 

4. The Commissioners will require that the principles of the following lesson 

be strictly inculcated in all schools admitted into connexion with them ; 
and that a printed copy of the lesson itself, to be furnished by them, shall 
be hung up in each school : — 

“ Christians should endeavour, as the Apostle Paul commands them, to 
f live peaceably with all men.’ (Rom. ch. xii. v. 18.) 
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“ Our Saviour, Christ, commanded his disciples to c love one another.’ 
He taught them to love even their enemies, to bless those that cursed them 
and to pray for those that persecuted them. lie himself prayed for his 
murderers. 

“ Many men hold erroneous doctrines, but we ought not to hate or per- 
secute them. We ought to seek for tlie truth, and to hold fast what we are 
convinced is the truth ; but not to treat harshly those who are in error. 
Jesus Christ did not intend his religion to be forced on men by violent 
means. He would not allow his disciples to fight for him. 

“ If any persons treat us unkindly, we must not do the same to them ; for 
Christ and his apostles have taught us not to return evil for evil. If we 
would obey Christ, we must do to others, not as they do to us, but as we 
should wish them to do to us. 

“ Quarrelling with our neighbours, and abusing them, is not the way to 
convince them that we are in the right and they in the wrong. It is more 
likely to convince them that we have not a Christian spirit. 

“ We ought to show ourselves followers of Christ, who, * when he was 
reviled, reviled not again.’” (1 Pet. cli. ii. v. 23.) 

5 . The Commissioners will regard any teacher attending meetings held for 
political purposes, or taking part in elections for Members of Parliament, as 
incompatible with the performance of his duties. 



3. We hope the regulations we have made respecting our normal establishment, 
the remuneration of our teachers, and the superintendence of our schools, will 
enable us gradually to bring forward and secure a supply of persous competent to 
the instruction of youth, and to keep the persous thus brought forward, by vigilant 
inspection, steadily to their duties. Such measures must necessarily occasion a 
considerable expenditure, but only that species of expenditure which is essential 
to true economy ; for, without it, we could have no security that the education we 
are endeavouring to afford would prove, as, under Providence, we hope it will, a 
certain, not a questionable good. 

II. — 4. We have, in the next place, to show what our progress has been in 
establishing schools ; and we have the satisfaction to state that we had in operation, 
on the 25th of March last, 1384 ; besides which, we had undertaken to grant aid 
to 195 which had not then opened* There were 169,548 children in actual 
attendance upon the former, and 40,106 were expected to attend the latter; 
making a total of 209,654.+ 

5. With these facts before us, we think we may congratulate the public on the 
extraordinary success which has hitherto attended our labours. 

6. Centuries have elapsed since the State first attempted to provide education 
for the poor of Ireland ; hut its efforts were failures, although great expense was 
incurred, until the present national system was established. 

7. It appears, by a Report made in 1826 by the Commissioners who were then 
inquiring into the state of education in Ireland, that the number of children, 
returned to them as attending in schools to which the State granted aid, was 
69,638, and the grants for education in the preceding year amounted to 68,718/. ; 
whereas, the number of children in actual education under us is upwards of 
169,000, and the grant for the year is 50,000/. 

8. We do not mention this for the purpose of casting any reflection upon others. 
We notice the difference between the past and present expense only to show how 
much more the State formerly contributed to education than it now does, and liow 
much less it effected ; a consideration which we hope may lead to an increase of 
the means confided to us for diffusing so great a blessing.^ 

* We make aiest at the 31st of March, because our annual accounts to tire Audit Office are made 
up to that period in each year. 

+ We give a list of the schools in existence, and also of those coming into existence, in the Ap- 
pendix. 

+ There were educated, in the Charter Schools, 2255 ; in those of the Association for Discounte- 
nancing Vice, 12, 169 ; in those of the Kildare Place Society, 58,205 — whicli would make together 
'73,229 ; hut 5*7 schools of the Kildare Place Society, the average attendance, upon which was 63 chil- 
dren, were connected also with the Association schools, and are reckoned in duplicate. The number in 
attendance upon them is therefore to he deducted from the foregoing numbers, and there remain the 
above-mentioned number cf 69,638. The Charter Schools had, besides the grant from Parliament, 
an income from private property of about '7000/. a-year, and the children in them were both main- 
tained and educated. 
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9. It now only remains for us to refer, for a detailed account of our expenditure 
and of the principles on which it is regulated, to the Report, given in the Appendix, 
of a Committee which we appointed in October last, “ to inquire into the liabilities 
of the Board and the funds applicable to the discharge of them, and to report 
thereon, and to state the purposes to which the surplus at the command of the 
Board should be applied, having regard to the several heads of service in the last 
estimate laid before Parliament. Also, to revise the existing establishments of the 
Board at Marlborough-street and Glasnevin, and to report whether any and what 
reductions may be made therein ; and, further, to consider and report upon the 
manner in which the accounts of the Board are kept, and whether any and what 
improvements can be made therein. Also, whether any new regulations should be 
made for the purpose of securing strict order and economy in the future adminis- 
tration of the monies placed at its disposal.” *

N.B. It appears by the above Table that, of the expenditure of ■£50,357, which is the amount of 
the Board’s Estimate, the sums to go directly in cash to country schools amount to £35,000, leaving 
for all other purposes the sum of £15,357. 

Of the £28,418. 3s. 6 \d. expended by the Kildare Place Society in 1831, the sum of £12,858. 10 j. 
went directly in cash to country schools, and £15,559. 13s. 6£d. to other purposes.

REPORT of the COMMITTEE appointed “ to Inquire into the Liabilitie of 
the Board, and the Funds applicable to the Discharge of them, and to re- 
port thereon, and to state the purposes to which the Surplus at the command 
of the Board should be applied, having regard to the several Heads of 
Service in the last Estimate laid before Parliament. Also to revise the 
existing Establishments of the Board at Marlborougli-street and Glasnevin, 
and to report whether any and what Reductions may be made therein • 
and further to consider and report upon the manner in which the Accounts 
of the Board are kept, and whether any and what Improvements can be 
made therein. Also whether any new Regulations should be made for the 
purpose of securing strict Order and Economy in the future Administra- 
tion of the Monies placed at its Disposal. 

We have examined the several matters referred to us by the Board on the 11th of October 
last, and we have now to report thereon as follows 

I. The existing liabilities of the Board, including all salaries to become due on the 31st 
of March next, amount to 37,983/. 7s. 9 d. ; and the funds at the disposal of the Board, in- 
cluding the present year’s grant, which remains in the Treasury, to 52,781/. 19 j. 1 lcl. 
There is, therefore, a surplus of 14,798/. 12s. HcZ, at the disposal of the Board out of the grant 
of the present year. 

Of the above-mentioned surplus we recommend that 400/. be appropriated to farm-build- 
ings as Glasnevin, 200/. to improvements and repairs at Marlborough-street, suggested by the 
architect of the Board of Works, 1000/ to gratuities to be distributed amongst the most 
deserving teachers, and the residue to grants on applications now before the Board. 

The Commissioners were enabled, out of the sum granted to them in 1837, to dispose of all 
applications ihen before them, which had been received prior to October 1836, and 
upon which their queries had been satisfactorily answered. There remained 92 on which 
further information was required ; of these 26 were from Ulster, 34 from Munster, 26 from 
Leinster, and 6 from Connaught. 

There were before the Commissioners, on the 31st of December last, 145 applications from 
Ulster, 108 from Munster, 96 from Leinster, and 65 from Connaught.* 

II. The establishments of the Board at Marlborough-street and Glasnevin comprise its 
office for transacting general business, its normal institution, and its model, infant, and agri- 
cultural schools. 

The establishment of the Board at Marlborough-street for conducting its office business 
consists of precisely the same number of persons as we understand that of the Kildare place 
Society did when it received aid from the public.

It thus appears that the local contributions have, in each province, exceeded one-third of the whole expense, which js 
the proportion that must be locally provided for. 
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The board has two secretaries, one accountant, a superintendent-general (who has two No. I 
assistants), a store-keeper, who is also salesman, and twelve clerks. ^ ^ Fcommitte 

The Kildare-place Society, we are informed, had, besides an honorary secretary, a regis- *' 

trar, who was also assistant-secretary, an assistant-registrar, a literary assistant, an accountant, 
a salesman, and fourteen clerks. 

The Board, therefore, has 19 persons employed in its office, and so had the Kildare-place 
Society. 

The duties of the two secretaries are, to take minutes of the proceedings of the Board at its 
several meetings, to convey instructions from it to the several departments under it, and 
to exercise a general superintendance over them ; to have a registry kept, under the head 
of each school, of all reports and communications received, of all directions given, of all 
letters written, of all payments made, and acts whatever done relating to it ; to send queries 
once in six months, to the correspondent, for the purpose of ascertaining the general conduct 
of the teacher ; to receive his answers and a roll of the children ; to examine both ; if all be 
right to certify accordingly, so that the half-year’s salary may be paid, and, if not, to bring 
auy questionable matter before the Board, and have payment suspended until the direction 
of the Board be had upon the subject ; to communicate, orally or by letter, with all persons 
who have inquiries to make touching the business of the Board, or who are desirous of 
having any matter submitted to it ; to bring business in general under the consideration of the 
Board, and to carry on its correspondence. 

The secretaries have four clerks exclusively under them, two for general correspondence, 
and two for keeping the registry we have described. There are also two clerks employed 
partly under them, in sending out the half-yearly queries to the several correspondents, and 
examining the answers and the accompanying rolls, and partly under the accountant, hi re- 
mitting the salaries after the queries are disposed of. 

It is the duty of the Accountant to keep a waste-book, journal, and ledger by double 
entry, showing the funds at the disposal of the Board, its liabilities or engagements, its receipts 
and outlay; to furnish the Board with a statement of its pecuniary affairs, including its 
liabilities, under heads, and its funds to meet them, at each of its regular meetings ; to draw 
up a statement monthly of the demands for payment, to submit it to the Board, to obtain its 
order for the amount, to prepare and countersign the necessary drafts in pursuance thereof) 
and to make the requisite payments ; to check the accounts of the store-keeper and of the person 
in charge of Glasnevin ; to keep, in a tabular form, the rolls of the schools by their numbers, 
the account of salary attached in each school, and the payment of each half-yearly salary, with 
the date of the receipt ; to keep a book of liabilities in detail, the use of which is to check the 
amount of any claim for building or fitting-up before it is paid ; to keep a debtor and creditor 
account with the public, and also one with each school; to prepare and take receipts for all 
sums paid by the Board ; to remit the salary of the teacher of each school in a Bank Post 
Bill ; to have each bill divided into halves, and not to send the second half until the receipt of 
the first is acknowledged ; to prepare the annual accounts for the Audit Office, and to ex- 
amine and transmit therewith the necessary vouchers, which, in the last account, amountec\ 
to between 4000 and 5000 ; to keep an account of all statistical changes in the schools, and 
to prepare the Appendix to the Annual Reports. He has two clerks exclusively under him, 
and there are two partly employed under him, and partly under the secretaries, as we have 
already stated. There is also a clerk in the Parcel and Pay Office who is likewise employed 
partly under him and partly under the secretaries. 

The duty of the Superintendent-General is to receive the quarterly and other reports of the 
25 local superintendents of districts upon each of the schools in their charge, and upon any 
special matters referred to them ; to examine the several reports and abstract them, and to 
bring all questions arising upon them before the Board; to take the directions of the Board 
upon all matters relating to the inspection of schools ; to have its orders carried into effect, 
and, from time to time, to visit the several districts himself, or cause one of his assistants to do 
so, as the Board may direct. The superintendent- general is allowed, besides his two assist- 
ants, two clerks. 

It is the duty of the store-keeper and salesman to conduct the publishing and bookselling 
business of the Board ; also the supply of school requisites : he has charge of the general 
stock ; he has to keep accounts of it, and of his sales, and to account for both. He has two 
clerks under him. 

There were about 9706 letters received in the office of the secretaries and 13,005 sent from 
it, within the last year. There were also upwards of 2700 x-olls of schools received, examined, 
and abstracted. There are about 1600 accounts to be kept by the accountant, and the num- 
ber will increase as the schools spread. There are upwards of 6000 reports to be received, 
examined, and abstracted, and a correspondence upon them carried on through the office of 
the superintendent-general ; and there is an extensive and increasing book-trade conducted 
by the storekeeper and salesman. 

Considering these circumstances, and the general duties of the Board, and having made 
inquiries into the nature of the establishments found necessary under other Boards, the mem- 
bers of which are paid officers, but under which there are not, we are satisfied, more laborious 

* The late appointment of two secretaries instead of one was made upon the understanding that the office of chief 
clerk should be abolished from the 31st of March next, and, as the person holding it, Mr. Dunbar, had been for some 
time unable to attend to his duties, in consequence of bad health, and had been upwards of ten years a meritorious 
officer in the public service, that he should be recommended to the Treasury for a superannuation allowance ; Mr. Dun- 
bar has therefore virtually ceased to be employed by the Board, and we do not reckon him amongst the persons now 
acting under it.

or more important duties, as they affect the general interests of society, to be discharged, than 
under the Board of National Education, we are of opinion that its official business could not 
be satisfactorily managed by a less number of officers and clerks than it has now under it, and 
we therefore can recommend no reduction under this head of expenditure. 

But, as one of the secretaries is in future to reside at the official house of the Board in 
Marlborough-street, we do not think a housekeeper need be continued there, and we therefore 
recommend that the services of the present housekeeper be dispensed with from the 31st of 
March next. .... . . . ,

The office of profossor of education, which was held by Mr. Carlile, having been resigned 
by him, we have already suggested to the Board that the duties of it should in future be dis- 
charged by the two other professors, and that the salary of one of them, Mr. Sullivan, the 
professor of the English language, should be raised in consideration of the additional labour 
thus thrown upon him, from 150/. to 250/. a-year, that being the salary paid to the other 
professor, Mr. Me Gauley, who did not seek a rise. This suggestion has been acted upon, 
and a saving will thus be effected of 400/. a-year. 

The office of head-master of the training and model schools, and inspector of the national 
schools in general in Dublin, having become vacant in consequence of the infirmity with Dr. Me 
Arthur lias been visited, and it appearing that the duties of head-master had been well dis- 
charged by Mr. Lawton, who was teacher under him, at a salary of 100/. a-year, we have 
also suggested that he should become head-master, that his salary should be raised to 120/. 
a year, and that he should have such gratuity from year to year as the Board might award 
to him out of the school fees paid by the children. This suggestion too has been adopted, 
and there has thus been a further saving of 380/. a-year. 

Mr. Rentoul has heretofore been employed in the tuition of the teachers m Marlborough- 
street, and in giving instruction in the female model school, while Mr. P. Kennedy is exclu- 
sively employed in the tuition of the teachers at Glasnevin. We think the services ot one 
or other may be dispensed with ; and as each is married, we recommend that the person 
whose services are continued shall reside at Glasnevin, and that his wife be required to act as 
matron without any separate salary. A further saving will thus be effected. 

Mr. Wilderspin was, towards the end of the year 1837, employed by the Board tempora- 
rily, to assist in founding infant schools; and in consequence of the illness of Dr. M'Arthur 
he was afterwards put in charge of the training and model schools, at a salary ot 5WL 
a-year. The necessity for his services in the superintendence of the training and mode 
schools, however, has ceased, and it was notified to him in September last that, should tne 
Board require his services in the founding of infant schools after the termination of the pi esen 
year, and he be disposed to give them, a new arrangement would be entered into with him. 

The Board took the house it has at Glasnevin, and the farm it has in the neighbourhood, 
in March last, and has since had the farm conducted on its account, but the agriculture w 
has charge of the farm has proposed to conduct it in future at his own risk, and to pay 
rent, provided he is allowed the labour of the agricultural pupils free, has suitable larm ' o 
offices provided, and receives remuneration for the instruction he affords. W e recomni 
that this offer be accepted, and we also recommend that a contract be entered into wi 
or some other person, for supplying such teachers as may be residing at Glasnevin w i i > 
and providing servants, fuel, candles, washing, &c. We are led to believe that sue a 
tract may be entered into at a charge not exceeding 8,?. a-week. The teachers were 
12s. a week while residing in Dublin. The difference between the 8 j. and the V->s. ^’'1qq£ 
supposing only 50 teachers on an average to be always under training, would be abou

a-vear, and this we think will be sufficient to cover the whole charge of the establishment 
both for house-rent and salaries. 

The accounts of the Board were heretofore kept under Mr. Carlile’s directions, partly by 
a clerk employed immediately under him, and partly by the accountant of the Board, to 
whom they are now exclusively committed. In describing his duties we have stated the 
accounts kept- by him, and we do not think it necessary to recommend any alteration in the 
present system. But we think new rules should be made for regulating the expenditure of 
the Board, and the discharge of demands upon it. 

We recommend that a standing committee of finance be appointed, and that no expense of 
any kind be in future incurred, nor an order made, for any payment, until the matter be first 
inquired into by the committee and reported upon. That the accountant make no payment 
of any kind unless there be an order of the Board first made for it., and a copy delivered to 
him signed by one of the secretaries. That each draft of the Board be countersigned both by 
the accountant and by the secretary who gives the order for the payment to him. That all 
payments not less than 51. be made by drafts signed by two commissioners, and countersigned 
as we have suggested. That each draft be not for cash, but for a bank post-bill in favour of 
the person to whom the payment is to be made ; and that such sums as maybe necessary for 
enabling the accountant, to pay demauds under 51. be from time to time advanced to him by 
drafts in his favour, but so only as that he shall never have more than 500/. in his hands at 
any one time, and that he shall give security to the amount of 1000/. 

We make these recommendations upon general principles, for we have no reason to appre- 
hend that any draft has ever been surreptitiously obtained from the Board, or not given to the 
person entitled to it.

We have now disposed of the several points to which our attention was originally directed, 
but pending our proceedings communications from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, respecting the expense incurred by the Board for printing and binding work, were 
referred to us, and we have inquired into that subject also. 

As to Printing. It. was represented to their Lordships by Mr. Thom, the printer of the 
Stationery Office, that the Board had paid in four years for printing 12, 593/. 8 s. Id . ; that he 
would do the work 30 per cent, less than the Board paid, therefore that he would do it for 
8815/. 7s. S hi-, and consequently, had he been employed, that a saving might have been 
effected of 3778/. Os. 4 d. We find that the representation of Mr. Thom was utterly falla- 

cious ; the whole expense of the Board for the printing in question was not 1*2,593/. S.s\ If/, 
nor yet 8815/. 7s. 8J,d., but only 3776/. ID. 3d. He seems to have confounded the whole 
charge in our accounts for printing and publishing with the charge for printing only. 

The Board has employed differeut printers, and paid different prices according to the 
quality of the work done. Mr. Thom says he would do press-work at 9a*. the sheet, for which 
the Board pays 12, v. 6c/. This is not the fact. The press-work which Mr. Thom does is 
done by machinery; corresponding work done by hand, being superior, costs from *20 to 30 
per cent, more, and lor work done by hand the Board has paid accordingly ; but in the 
course of the last, summer the printer principally employed by the Board proposed to work 
by machinery instead of hand, and to charge 9.s\ for work done by machinery, for which 
he would charge 12s. if done by hand. The Board has since had work done by him by 
machinery at the reduced rate of charge, and has found it satisfactory. The Board had pre- 
viously paid for similar work which it had done by machinery at the Stationery Office in 
London not 9s. but 10s. 6 d. the sheet. 

As to Bookbinding. The Board originally had bookbinding work done for it by different 
persons. Afterwards, finding that the work was complained of, it obtained a well-bound 
school Testament from the English Bible Society, which it adoptd as a pattern, and then 
made an agreement with a binder to bind according to it at a charge of -0 per cent, below 
what the Bible Society paid. The Board, having been lately informed that it could have its 
work done at a still lower price, has had some books bound by persons who sent in tenders 
for the purpose to the Stationery Office at. prices much below what the Board theretofore 
paid, but the work has not been done, satisfactorily, and the persons whose tenders were 
accepted subsequently sent in others much higher for the same description oi woik. JNo 
tender was sent in by the general binder of the Stationery Office, but there has been a set of 
books bound by him for the Board under the directions of the Stationery Office. I hese books 
have been bound well, and having learned from the binder, Mr. Chambers, the price that he 
is to have for them, we find that it is 12J per cent, less than the Board has been paying. 

We do not think it desirable for the Board, any more than it would be for private persons 
carrying on a book trade, to call for tenders for the printing or binding of the several books it 
may bring out, and to accept the lowest : adequate security could not thus be obtained, as 
experience has proved, for a proper execution of the work, but we recommend that a scale ot 
prices, both for printing and binding, shall be fixed by the Board in communication with the 
Stationery Office, and that it be adhered to in all cases, unless any special reason be iound 
hereafter for altering it. LEINSTER.
